This year weeds are going to seed 


Garden vegetables 
may not thrive by reason of dry | 
weather, but the weeds seemingly) 
manage to make good in spite of all 
drawbacke and look promising for a 
plentiful crop of seeds. 

There ‘!s plenty of sow-thistle 
around at patches. This weed has 
only made its appearance during the 
last few years, and even in places 
where {t has been cut it starts up 
again. It is a weed the only effective 
way to deal with is to root it out en- 
tirely, Also the ordinary thistle ie to 
be noticed making healthy growth ifn 
many places too, in the city. 

As a rule the city makes a small 
appropriation for weed destroying, 
and this is expended for city property | 
or places where ownership cannot be 
determined. 

Every owner ifs liable for the de-| 
struction of weeds on his own prop- 
erty, and if the work {is not done on 
request the city can order its work-| 
men to destroy the weede and charge! 
the cost up as part of the taxes,

Many farmers are using the mower 
as a harvester and on the bar they 
have fastened a carrier arrangement, 
which holds the grain for banching. 
Two different carriers are being made 
here by the Wainwright Sheet Metal 
Works, one With a solid iron bed with 
sides up about eight inches. This car- 
rier absolutely prevents the lowes of 
any eTain and is especialy adapted 
to new ground or rough fields. 

Francis Ebbern has, it is report- 
ed, a field of wheat that will bring 
him around two thousand bushels of 
grain. Other reports are that some 
exceptionally good yields will be made 
in the Greenshields district and Doley 
district, taking into consideration the 
adverse season. 

The frequent rains, lagt Saturday, 
Sunday and Wednesday of this week, 
have given us plenty of moisture to 
ripen and fill out the oat crop, and if 
the frost stays off long enough hun- 
dreds of acres of green feed will 
ripen. Yields of oats have been report- 
ed to us ranging from 15 bushels to 


65 bushels per acre, and there is no! 


doubt but what the district will have 
@ fair crop this year. Estimating the | 
yield is very difficult to do, as many 
of the fields when viewed from the | 
road look splendid, but when walking 
through the grain, one ds apt to find | 
it very light, } 

If the rain keeps coming throughout | 
the fall at the same rate as during | 
the last few weeks, the ground will be | 
in fine shape for fall plowing and for } 
starting fall rye and wheat. Let us| 
hope that the good old days are com- 
ing over the horizon to see us on¢e 
more.—tar, August 18th.
